ANCIENT FOOTPRINTS 


POST-TERTIABY MAN — GIGANTIC SAN­ 
DALS AND SHALL MEN. 


Mloceso Birds and Pliocene Horses — A 
Valuable Gift to the California 
Academy of Sciences 


The Academy of Sciences held a semi­ 
monthly meeting at San Francisco this 
week, Vice-President Justin C. Moore in 
the chair. 
A letter was read from Mrs. E. B. 
Crocker, of Sacramento, presenting to the 
Academy her very rare and valuable col­ 
lection of 1,500 birds and 100 mammals. 
The collection consists of specimens from 
all parts of the world, some of which are 
not found in the British Museum, all of 
which are mounted, classified, suitably la­ 
beled, and arranged in glass cases beauti­ 
fully prepared to contain them. On motion 
of lion. B. B. Bedding, a committee con­ 
sisting of Dr. Albert Kellogg, William F. 
Meyers and Charles G. Yale was appointed 
to return suitable thanks to the generous 
donor for so valuable and welcome a gift, 
and for the kind interest thus manifestly 
displayed in the prosperity and usefulness 
of the Academy. 
It was resolved that the 
collection be known as “ the collection pre­ 
sented by Mrs. E. B, Crocker, of Sacra­ 
mento.” 
The recent discovery of footprints in the 
sandstone of the yard of the Nevada State 
Prison has created considerable interest in 
the scientific world, especially as several 
eerics of these footprints are thought to 
have been made by prehistoric man. 
The 
Academy of Sciences having sent some of 
its members to examine and report upon 
these resords of ancient life, the results of 
the researches thus made were last evening 
made public. 


THE REPORT TO TH E ACADEMY. 
Dr. H. W . Darkness read the following 
report, giving the results of the examina­ 
tion of the footprints : 
The western declivity of the Sierra N e­ 
vada has thuE far proved to he a valuable 
field for the paleontologist in his researches 
into the life history and surroundings of 
primitive man. 
That this field is of value 
is owiug chiefly to two causes : First, the 
effect of volcanic action in changing the 
course of rivers ; secondly, to the exten­ 
sive areas laid bare by mining. 
The plio­ 
cene rivers of this region were filled by 
gravel and lava so that their waters were 
diverted from their original course and 
were compelled to wear away new chan­ 
nels. 
Many of these channels are from 
1,000 to 2,000 feet in depth. 
In these old 
river channels hninan remains have been 
found, which seem clearly to establish the 
fact that man was resident of these val­ 
leys before the volcanic overflow, which 
filled 
them with 
lava. 
Beneath 
these 
mountains the miner, as he barrows in 
search for gold, is bringing to light arrow­ 
heads, mortars, spears and other imple­ 
ments, and has, it is believed, in two in­ 
stances at least, unearthed the bones of 
the men who had used them. 
Associated 
with these implements, or found in the 
gravel deposit, have been found the fossil 
remains of many species of animals, in­ 
cluding those of the rhinoceros, the mas­ 
todons, three species of the horse, the 
wolf, the deer and other animals. 
These 
remains have teen found in thirty differ­ 
ent localities and in eleven different coun­ 
ties in California. 
In trying to determine 
the age of these remains, we must bear 
in mind that they antedate the present 
river system of the Sierras. 
W ere wo 
able to ascertain the number of thou­ 
sands of years that were required by the 
present rivers to cut their channels through 
slato and granite to the great depths they 
have now attained, we would be able to 
proximatuly fix the time when these deni­ 
zens of the Sierra were in existence, 


A STATE PRISON AIDS SCIENCE. 
The Nevada State Prison is situated at a 
distance of one and one-half miles from 
Carson City, the capital of the State of 
Nevada, and three miles from the base of 
the Sierras. 
It lies in a valley which has 
an elevation of 2,630 feet above the Eea 
level. 
This valley is flanked upon the 
west by the Sierras, which rise abruptly to 
the hight of about 2,670 feet above the 
valley. 
To the north it is bounded by the 
Washoe Kxnge, and upon the east and south 
by a somewhat elevated range of hills in 
the Carson desert, through which the Car­ 
son river finds its way to what is known as 
“ the sink of the Carson.” 
The prison was built about twenty years 
since on the extreme point of a bill having 
an elevation of about sixty feet. 
Tbis hill 
is formed of sandstone, which had its ori­ 
gin in the detritus brought by wind and 
water from the Sierras. 
This point was 
chosen with a view to utilizing the labor of 
the convicts in quarrying stone for build­ 
ing purposes. 
As a result of this quarry­ 
ing the stone has been removed from an 
area of about one and three-quarters acres 
and to a depth varying from fifteen to 
tjm ty-tw o feet, showing the hill to be oom- 
jiffid of layers of sandstone alternating 
with seams of clay. 
- 
It had been known that animal remains 
had been discovered in the above named 
quarry, but no special attention seems to 
have been called to the fact until the ap­ 
pointment of the present W arden, William 
Garrard, under whose quick intelligence 
and by whose energy a systematic effort 
has been made to collect and preserve these 
fossilB. 
And not only this, ho, together 
with Mr. Hanks, the Sheriff of Storey 
county, determined to have the situation 
carefully examined, aud to this end they 
opened correspondence with the Curator of 
our Geological Museum, C. D. Gibbes. 
At one of the recent meetings of the 
Academy, Mr. Gibbes read the correspond­ 
ence, which bo impressed the members that 
it was determined at once to visit the lo­ 
cality. 
This Mr. Gibbes and I did, and 
to-night we wish to subm it to you our re­ 
port. 
The formation, to which allusion has 
been made, is called by Clarence King in 
his Geological Survey of the fortieth paral­ 
lel the “ Lower Quaternary.” 
Referring 
to this region he says it is composed of 
sandstones and clays worn down from the 
adjacent high mountains aud deposited in 
the water and on Iho shore of a lake of 
many hundred miles in area, that at one 
time extended along the eastern base of the 
Sierras and in Central Nevada, and having 
an elevation of 4.3SS feet above the sea 
level. 
Pyramid, Winnemucca and W alker 
Lakes, aud the sinks of the Carson and 
Humboldt, are now the lower points of 
this lake, which spread its waters in the 
Pliocene age, and which Mr. King has 
called Lake Laliontan. 
Returning now to consider our quarry, 
we find in tho lowest strata, exposed by 
the workmen, numerous fresh water shells 
which, through the kindness of Professor 
R. E. C. Stearns, we learn are those of a 
mussel, of the genus “ Auodonta." 
A tan 
elevation of thirteen feet above these is 
found another strata in which, in addition 
to the shells of Anodonta, we find a species 
of Physa. 
This discovery is of additional 
interest from the fact that King reports 
that he found no fresh water shelis in the 
region excepting those of Planorbis. 
It 
should be mentioned that the floor or area 
of the yard we are now studying bears evi­ 
dence of having been slightly tilted at a 
period subsequent to its deposition. 
“ rooT rniN T s o n t h e s a n d s o f tim e .” 
It also gives evidence of having been at 
one time the shore of some lake, or, per­ 
haps, pond, local and isolated, as its level 
was above that of Lxke Lahontan. 
Pre­ 
sumably we stand on the shore of this an­ 
cient pond or lake, and as we look about ns 
we see the footprints of a variety of ani­ 
mals, among which wo recognize those of 
the mammoth, the deer, the wolf, those of 
many birds, apparently those of a horse, 
and, most im portant of all, w hat seem to 
bs the imprints of the sandaled foot of 
man. 
There are six series of the tracks of man. 
Each of these six series is represented by a 
number of footprints (from tight to seven­ 
teen) in regular order, and each showing 
more or less plainly the im print of a san­ 
dal. 
Besides this, in one of the series-is a 
marked difference in the form of the san­ 
dal. 
The first of these scries which we exam­ 
ined is to be seen emerging, as it were, from 
the sonthern side of the yard, and whete 
the cliff is fifteen feet in hight above the 
tracks. 
This series consists of twelve tracks, to 
which number 
four were snbseqnently 
added by tunneling into the rock. 
These 
tracks were evidently made in a layer of 
sediment of perhaps two inches in depth, 
for below this layer we find the compact 
sandstone. 
In each instance the mud had 
been raised by the pressure of the foot into 
a ridge which entirely surrounded it. This 
mnd is only partially solidified, and is still 
flaky and easily broken on exposure. Each 
of the imprints furnished ns with evidence, 
as we believe, th at the feet of the one mak­ 
ing the tracks were protected by sandals. 
In no tingle impression, perhaps, do we 
find conclusive evidence of this fact, bnt 
when we study them as a whole we find 


that that which is wanting in one is fur 
nished by others which follow. 
In nearly all the toe portion of the san 
dal is well shown, it being as smooth as 
the work of a mason, for the distance of 
two or three inches. 
Backward from the 
toe we generally find the impression of the 
outer portion of the sandal. 
When studied 
as a whole we can determine with a good 
deal of exactness the actual length and 
breadth of the eandal, which we find to be 
nineteen inches in length, eight inches at 
the ball of the foot, while the heel is eix 
inches in breadth. 
In its outline the im­ 
pression follows clearly the shape of tho 
human foot. 
1 rom the great toe outward 
there is a really graceful curve, which 
draws in toward the h eel; while from the 
great toe inward the line is drawn toward 
the instep and thence in an outward curve 
to the heel. 
In one series this curve is 
deeper, showing a slightly different form 
of sandal. 
The average length of the stride is two 
feet three inches. 
The distance between 
the feet or the straddle is eighteen inches. 
It must be borne in mind that these foot­ 
prints proceed outward from the part of 
the quarry the rock of which is still in 
place, the face standing like a wall fifteen 
feet high. 


CAST OF A PLIOCENE FOOTPRINT. 
It seomod very im portant to know if 
there were more footprints of the same 
serios still running on into and under this 
reck face. 
To determine this fact Mr. 
Garrard, who was anxious to assist os in 
every way possible, immediately 
com­ 
menced a tunnel upon the lino of the 
prints of the same series, if such existed. 
In this effort he was completely succeeaful, 
bringing to view four other footprints, 
three of which were more perfect than 
those which had been previously exposed. 
One of the four, owing to a fault in the 
rock, was too obscure to be of value. 
Of 
this series we secured twelve more or leas 
perfect casts in plaster, which are placed 
before you for inspection this evening. 
One marked feature to which we with to 
call your attention is that in all of these 
tracks the toes all turn well outward, 
which is not, as a rule, the habit of the 
N orth American Indian. 
W ithin a few 
paces of the prints we have described is to 
be found another series of tracks made by 
an individual who was walking in deeper 
mud, which clung to and closed in upcn the 
foot. 
Seven or eight such are to be seen 
in regular order, and then the track, like 
the one previously described, is lost in tho 
ledge toward which the steps arc tending. 
On the western border of the area are four 
other series of tracks. 
Three of these are 
somewhat smaller than the ones described, 
while one has a sandal more curved than 
that of his fellows. 
These are also lost in 
the ledge, where they may be followed by 
future explorations. 
These prints appear 
to be upon a floor a few inches lower than 
the one first described. 
Returning now to our first-described 
tracks, we find at a distance of ten or 
twelve paces other tracks, which we sup­ 
pose to have been made by a mammoth. 
They are in regular order and eight in num­ 
ber, with an average stride of four feet four 
and a half inches. 
The foot is twenty-one 
inches in diameter. 
They were found im­ 
printed on what is now a pretty compact 
sandstone. 
YY e find no distinct traces of 
toes, but only a general outline of the foot. 
N either did we find any distinct impres­ 
sions of the pads of the foot. 
Underneath 
each foot we found a thin layer of calcare­ 
ous foimation, which rested immediately 
upon the sandstone. OwiDg to the pressure 
of the foot a ridge of soft material of one or 
two inches was forced up and hardened 
around each footprint. 
As the direction of 
these tracks was also toward the edge of 
the exposed ledge, we were anxious to fol­ 
low them further. 
To thoroughly satisfy 
every wish of ours, Mr. Garrard immedi­ 
ately began to tunnel into the ledge. 
By 
this means two more tracks were fully un­ 
covered aud exposed to our view, thus giv­ 
ing us ten tracks in a line. 
The newly 
exposed tracks were found to have been 
made in mud¿i.o soft that a ridge had formed 
aronnd each to a hight of nearly five inches, 
while the imprint upon tho rock was like 
that we had previously examined. 
It was 
now msdo apparent that all these mam­ 
moth tracks t pon the exposed portion of 
the floor o> tie qnerry had been made in 
the same !i> tr of soft material, and that 
the raised biwler had been removed by the 
quarrymen in the progress of their former 
work. 
Each footprint had evidently been 
filled with rain water, and the sand had 
been blown into and filled it. 
Owing to 
su percolation the sand continued to adhere 
to the moist aurface, and thus had formed 
a mound of sand above each footprint. Af­ 
ter the format ion of this mound a tongue 
of sand had drifted out from it a short dis­ 
tance in a northwesterly direction, and as 
this toDgue of sand had been hardened into 
stouo, it has remained as an indication that 
the wind which raised these monnds above 
the tracks had come from the southeast. 
It was only Y/ith much difficulty that we 
removed the superincumbent 
saud 
by 
breaking it uarefully into fragments. 
Had 
we attempted to save this entire we should 
certainly have injured, if not have frlly 
destroyed, the footprints which we were 
most anxious to preserve. 
After the remaval of the stone above the 
cavity, the cavity was, in each instance, 
about rive inches in depth, and showed the 
impression of the side of tho foot with tol­ 
erable distinctness. 
W e did not deem it 
advisable, however, to take a set of casts 
of these since they conld not be of much 
service in determining the exact form of 
the foot. 


TRACKS OF BIRDS AND ANIMALS. 
Besides the above described tracks, there 
were abundant tracks of some wading birds, 
as before mentioned. 
These did not seem 
to differ much in form and size from those 
of the same order now living. 
Several 
quite distinct tracks of deer are also to 
be seen. 
Others, again, were found which, 
in size and length of stride, much resem­ 
ble those of a wolf. 
A t one point these 
tracks may be traced for a distance of 
twenty feet, where they are also lost in 
the ledge. 
There are also a few poorly, 
defined imprints of what we believe to be 
a horse. 
Near the western lim it we find 
clear indications of animals having wal­ 
lowed and lain in the soft mud. 
There have been, we believe, but two 
objections thus 
for raised against the 
claim that the imprints first described 
were thoso of man. 
First, that the colos­ 
sal size of the sandal will be likely to 
cause doubts in the minds of maLy, 
Sec­ 
ondly, that the space between the feet, 
or as it is called, the straddle, is so 
marked as to create a suspicion that they 
were those of an animal other than of 
man. 
To the first objection we reply that for 
the protection of hig feet the primitive 
man would naturally select the sandal. 
In 
fashioning this sandal of wood, it is reason­ 
able to suppose that with his gouge of ob­ 
sidian he would cut out a hollow to corre, 
spond to the size of his foot, leaving a 
raised border which might serve as a pro­ 
tection to the side of his foot as well as to 
the heel and toe. 
Its raised border wonld 
also be of great service in securing the 
thongs by which the sandal was attached 
to the foot. 
Seme such plan mnst, we 
think, have been adopted for securing the 
sandal, as we find no indication of holes in 
the bottom of the eandal through which 
thongs might be passed to fasten it to the 
foot. 
ANCIENT FOOTPRINTS. 


Taking this view of the case, it seems to 
be apparent that 
to protect a foot of 
twelve or thirteen inches, he would be 
likely to fashion a sandal of nearly, if not 
quite, the proportions of the one shown by 
the impression. 
W hile it must be admitted that the print 
of the sandaled foot is unusually large, 
much larger in fact than the hide sandals 
worn by the Mexican Indians, or the straw 
sandals of the Japanese, yet the stride is 
but that of the average man of five feet ten 
inches in height. 
Throughout these notes we have used 
the word sandal in describing the foot­ 
prints which we are convinced were made 
by man. 
No complete impression of the 
sandal is to be found in any single foot­ 
print, yet an examination of all the foot­ 
prints of series No. 1 shows in each a part 
of a perfect impression of some portion of 
the sandal. 
By uniting these several parts 
of that portion of each which remains per­ 
fect there will be seen a complete impres­ 
sion of a sandal except the heel, which re­ 
mains indistinct. 
This may have been caused by the natu­ 
ral slipping which takes place in walking in 
soft mud. 
I t is worthy of remark that there ap­ 
pears to h ate been a smooth surface about 
three-fourths of an inch in width, which 
extended, except on the heel, entirely 
aronnd the onter portion of the sandal. 
In 
•11 the footprints save one the impreeaion 
of the toe of the aandel is very distinct. 
As to the straddling gait, we need only 
say th at in walking in mnddy end slippery 
places we all walk with our feet further 
apart. And, furthermore, by using such an 
unwieldy foot gear as we have described, 
such a position of the foot would be almost 
a necessity. 
I t m ast not be forgotten that 


that there are five other series ofjfuotprints 
other than thoso we have particularly de­ 
scribed. 
If now it be urged that they are all the 
footprints of the same biped or animal, or 
of some gigantic bird, then they should bo 
of the same general form, which can plainly 
be seen is not the case. 
As these footprints run into the ledge in 
several instances, should it be deemed ad- 
viaablo a tunnel may be r m for the pur­ 
pose of obtaining other evidence relating 
to this mbject. 
Evidently this sandstone 
quarry was long ages in being deposited, 
and during its formation generation after 
generation of various forms of animal life 
lived and died upon its changing surface, 
and have left the evidence of their exist­ 
ence in the remains stil to be found im­ 
bedded in its structure. 
It is still and must ever be a rioh field, 
replete with facts of great value to the 
student of the history of animal life upon 
this planet. 
John R. Scupham read a paper ou the 
same subject, taking the same view of tho 
footprints as that taken by tho w riter of 
the former paper. 
Professor Joseph Lo 
Lante deferred his remarks upon the sub. 
ject, owing to the lateness of the hour, 
A i.er the papers had been read, photo­ 
graphs of the prison yard, ehowing the 
ootprints in tho sandstone floor, wero 
shown, and thoso present were allowed to 
examine plaster casts of tho 3e footprints 
supposed to have been made by man.

She feels that her wiilowy form, her maid­ 
enhood ju3t verging into womanhood, with 
all the halo of romance glorifying her and 
with the springs of love just bubbling from 
her heart, peculiarly fit her for the char­ 
acter. 
\\ hat, that little chit ? * snaps a ma­ 
ture maiden of some thirty summers in a 
confidential interview with the stage man­ 
ager. 
“ Why, it takes a woman who 
has known what love is—whose soulful in­ 
tensity has throbbed in responsive echo to 
the music of that divine affection—to faith­ 
fully portray tho ali-overpowering yearn­ 
ing of the sweet Juliet.” 
^ Along oomes the third to sack the Jupiter 
donans of the green-room—the ubiquitous, 
irrepressible stage manager—and this last 
of the trio prides herself upon her elocu­ 
tionary powers. 
H er enemies—which in­ 
clude all the other would-be Juliets—de­ 
clare that any competent jury in the world 
would convict her of murder in the first 
degree upon the English Language, and, be­ 
sides that, her personal appearance more 
fits her for the W itch in “ M acbeth” than 
one of Shakespeare’s loveliest heroines. 
But this damsel insists upon her right, by 
rvason of her native talent, to the leading 
character. 
“ It is not beauty alone,” she 
affectionately says to the presiding genius 
behind the scenes, ” that is needed in the 
successful evolution of the varied emotions 
of a Juliet’s heart. 
It is that knowledge 
o i the technique of the profession ; that 
power to gra»p all the hidden subtleties 
aud bring forth tho underlying beauties of 
of fchft heroine ; that ability 
to portray the ever-charming, inconsistent 
feelings of a passionate girl’s neart, th a t can 
alone succeed in depicting a true Juliet.” 
And the Romeos ! 
They are equally aa 
troublesome. 
One prides hirnse!* * pon his 
shape, and declares that ¿t w dd bo a dia- 
gr*o« ♦,■> 
or bow­ 
legged Smith to appear in tights. Another 
is a fair elocutionÍ3t, and would be sorry to 
seethe play butchered by the rantiug of 
this one, or the inaudible mumbling of that. 
But the worst of all to pacify is the weak­ 
eyed young man, who is the betrothed of 
the Juliet of the occasion. 
He won t have 
any other fellow making love to, and 
squeezing and kissing hia girl. 
The latter . 
nuisance, however, is generally effectually 
squelched by the young lady herself, who 
earnestly declares her intention of being 
hugged through five long acts by tho 
Romeo of the occasion, whether her fellow 
likes it or not. 
The result is that the 
amatory portions of the drama are, by her 
enthusiastic assistance, made so tropical 
that a Bernhardt hug or an A bbott kiss 
were an icicle in comparison. 
Furthermore, the director hears from the 
lips of some pretty girl a suggestion that 
the selections should not all be of a serious 
nature, bat that .a dash of burlesque c-r 
opera bouffe should be added to enliven the 
entertainment. 
The man of experience 
never asks for her reason. 4Io immediate­ 
ly puts her down as a shapely girl, with an 
intense desire to appear in a modified form 
of a Santa Cruz bathing 6uit. 
Thus it will be seen that the life of a di­ 
rector of an amateur dramatic entertain­ 
ment is not a happy one.—[Grass VaUey 
Tidings.

FRANCISCO 
AND 
THE 
INTERIOR, 


Two S in FranoHco papers are doing their 
best to create ? belief in the public mind 
th a t th e system of freight contracts for 
railroad transportation as at present in 
operation is oppressive and unjust. 
As 
these journals have fortiticd them selves in 
advance by pretending th a t the m erchants 
of San francisco are afraid to m ake open 
indorsem ent of the charges against the 
railroad, of conree they are relieved of the 
necessity of proving auy of th eir aver­ 
ments. 
This is a very convenient way of 
dispensing w ith justificatory evtdenoe, and 
i: diablos the papers referred to to publish 
the m ost extravagant fictions, and to credit 
them to m erchants whose names are, for 
obvious reasons, w ithheld. 
The few spe­ 
cific statem ents piiuted in this connection 
by the 
anti-railroad 
press 
have been 
prom ptly shown to have no foundation in 
fact, by M r. 
Stubbs, 
the freight-traffic 
m anager of the C entral I'acific. Mr. Doyle, 
however, when his stories are disproved, 
coolly asserts th a t it does not m atter 
w hether they are true or false. 
He has 
built up a strong indictm ent on the strength 
of these storiee, b a t he claims th at the in ­ 
dictm ent ought to stand though its founds 
tioni be sw ept away. 
T h at is a fair ex­ 
ample of th e kind of logic th a t is em ­ 
ployed in th e assaults upon the railroad. 
I t will, however, interest our readers to 
learn th a t though the current charges 
about the contract system are fictitious, 
there really does exist a sense of dissatis­ 
faction among th e San Francisco m er­ 
chants on th is head ; and the cause of this 
feeling is one w hich the people of the in­ 
terior have a direct interest in. 
In a recent conversation a partner in 
one of th e largest business honses of San 
Francisco frankly adm itted th a t the sore 
point w ith th e m erchants of th a t city was 
th e fact th a t the railroad company gives 
th e sam e rates and privileges to Sacra­ 
mento, 
M arysville, 
Stockton, San Jose, 
Oakland and Los Angeles m erchants, as are 
enjoyed by those of San Francisco. 
Pre- 
vions to the building of th e railroad, as 
this m erchant pointed out, th e interior 
traders were forced to im port by way of 
San Francisco, b u t for the m ost part they 
bought of th e San Francisco m erchants, 
who controlled th e trade of the cozst. The 
opening of the railroad changed the com­ 
m ercial situation, by placing all the large 
tow ns nam ed above upon the same basis as 
San Francisco, as regards rates and privi­ 
leges. 
This change necessarily destroyed 
to a great extent the monopoly which the 
latte r city had so long possessed, b u t in 
doing so it built up th e interior, and gave 
an im petus to all the tow ns of the second 
and th ird class, 
\ et San Francisco still 
possessed a considerable advantage, and 
continued to hold it until the railroad un­ 
dertook to m eet the com petition of the 
Cape H orn route, when th e low rates made 
necessary under the contract system tended 
to benefit th e interior m erchants still 
more, and by equalizing advantages took 
from those of Ssn Francisco m ach of the 
advantage they had coma to look upon as 
their prescriptive right. 
This is the candid statem en t, of one of 
the largest im porters in San Francisco, and 
the facts he states m ay well be pondered 
carefully by the m erchants of the interior, 
kor 
they 
show 
conclusively th a t the 
present dissatisfaction w ith the contract 
system springs altogether from resentm ent 
at the destruction of a commercial monop­ 
oly, the only possible outcome of which 
could have been to build up San F ran ­ 
cisco a t the expense of every other town 
in California. 
The railroad company has 
of course a very difficult course to pursue. 
I t is bound to satisfy all of its customers, 
m far as is possible. 
I t cannot, nor would 
it, seek to injure San Francisco. ¡B at if, 
as is claimed, it is under obligation to 
consult the public interests more ilian an 
ordinary business firm need do, the fact 
m ust be clear th a t its only policy is to 
seek the greatest equalization of rates 


a t t a i n a b l e . 
The c o n t r a c t system tends to 
this object, and for th a t very reason it has 
become obnoxious to the San 
?ranciaco 
m erchants, 
who certainly do m>t adm it 
th a t there is any “ public use ” in their 
business, and who have alw ays aju g h t (as 
in fact do all business men everyw here) to 
obtain th e largest am ount of trade w ithout 
any regard to the ultim ate effect l of the 
monopoly 
th ey 
wished 
to 
efltablish. 
They now find 
th a t 
Sacram ento 
and 
M arysville and Stockton and flan Jose 
and Los Angeles m erchants can do their 
transportation on as advautageoie term s 
as they them selves are able to. 
They 
have thus lost a great advantt£c, 
and 
we do not say th a t it is a t all nánatural 
for them to resent it. 
Bus it is perfectly 
clear th at the public interest is in no way 
identified w ith theirs in this m atter, and 
th a t the policy of the railroad has been 
beneficial to th e S tate at large, even if San 
Francisco m erchants have lost som ewhat 
by it. 


This clam or against the contraot system 
is in short a purely local question, and 
it does not rest upon any basis such as 
could m ake it a public question. 
The 
San Francisco m erchants of course cannot 
come forw ard and declare candidly th at 
they have a quarrel w ith the railroad 
because it has refused to subjeot the in ­ 
terior m erchants to th eir commercial des­ 
potism. 
T hat, however, is the real cause 
of their present discontent. 
The plain 
tru th is th at every class of business men 
w ould be willing to build them selves up 
a t the expense of every other class. 
The 
great im porters are dissatiafied because the 
railroad will not m ake such arrangem ents 
as would enable them to contiol the 
m arket entirely. 
The sm aller m erchants 
are dissatisfied because the railroad will

THE 
ADJOURNMENT OF 
CONGRESS. 


Congress haa brought the long session to 
an end a t last, and th e country breathes 
more freely, because it knows th a t for 
some m onths no more raids can be m ade 
upon th e T reasury. 
T he past session has 
been conspicuous only for extravagance. I t 
has brought forth no single considerable 
measure. 
I t has been illum ined by no 
statesm anship.

The Experience or the O'FUberlyt. 


L o n d o n , August 9 th .— The O’Flaherty 
brothers—M athias of Lm don, and Cornelius 
of Chicago—recently arrested in Tralee, Ire­ 
land, on suspicion of being concerned in the 
Phteaix B trk murders, arrived at London 
Tuesday. 
As they were recognized, a hearty 
cheer went up. 
The crowd immediately 
surrounded the brothers, and it was some­ 
time before they could get away. The brothers 
left here for Ireland a fortnight after the 
murders ; but for fear of being detained they 
provided themselves with certificates under 
seal of the M ayor of London, setting forth 
the date of their departure, and the fact that 
they were well known and responsible per 
sons. 
5Vhen asked as to what effect this had 
upon the authorities of Ireland, Cernelius re­ 
plied, “ You might as well administer castor 
oil to a graven image as to he after giving 
corporation seals and recommendation* to the 
Tralee police magistrates. I never saw such 
a stubborn and dogged lot of men in my 
life.” The remark that the corporate seal 
and original signature of the M ayer r,f Lon­ 
don should not be without weight, elicited 
the response : 
“ London, is It* They never 
heard of such a place outside of England, and 
they never pay no attention whatever to any 
representation we would make, or any repre­ 
sentation offered. 
You might as well expect 
a bulldog to explain about oil cake as to get 
any satisfaction from the Tralee magistrates 
or the Tralee police.” As far as their treat­ 
m ent in jail, they do not complain greatly, 
save as to quality of food offered, which they 
said was such as one wonld not throw to a 
pig in Ganada or in the U nited States. Soup 
and black bread was all they had to eat, from 
Tuesday, Ju ly 11th, the day before they were 
arrested, till the following Friday, when they 
were discharged.

’latform —TBe Nominees—The Ballot­ 
ing—W ort of the Convention. 


The Reuublican County Convention met at 
Turner Hall at 11 a. m. yesterday, for the 
purpose of nominating a couity tisket to be 
voted for at the general election to be held on 
the 7th of November. The Convention was 
called to order -by N. L Drew, Chairman of 
the Republican County Central Committee. 
W . R. Cantwell placed in nomination for 
temporary Chairman Judge T. B. McFar­ 
land. Carried. 
Mr. MoFarland, upon assuming the duties 
of the chair, addressed the Convention, say­ 
ing that he considered it a great honor to 
preside over a Republican Convention. He 
at considerable length euligizei the R ’publi- 
can party, which he said v/as the beet, the 
parent, the noblest and the grandest pnrty in 
existence. 
In his remarks he said that the 
Democratic party were ashamed of their 
record in the past, and that they had ncvd 
done anything to bo proud of. 
J. McFetrúh, L M. Potter, Thos. Allen 
and A. G. Hosgland were selected as tempo­ 
rary Secretaries. 
Frank S^ift and R. J. Fletcher were ap­ 
pointed Sergeants-at-Arine. 
On motion of A. J. Rhoads, a committee of 
seven, one from each Supervisor District, was 
appointed on order of business. 
On motion of O j.-d Harvey, a committee 
of seven was appointed on platform and reso­ 
lutions.

On motion, a recess of twenty minutes was 
taken, ana on the reassembling of the Con­ 
vention the Chairman announced the follow­ 
ing committee»:

Li. S. Taylor moved an adjournment to 2 
r. m. Mr. Watson moved to amend the mo­ 
tion so as to make it 1:30 P. M. Tne amend­ 
ment prevailed, and the Convention took a 
recess until the hour named. 
AFTE1ÍNOON SESSION. 
Promptly at 1:30 P. a . the Convention was 
called to order. ’-‘be Committee on Creden­ 
tials submitted their report. They declined 
to take action in regard to certain contested 
seats, and, on motion of W. A. Anderson, 
the contestants wore all admitted to seats in 
the Convention,. There were three contest­ 
ants. among whom was Daniel Ilcardon, of 
the Fourth Ward. 
The Committee on Permanent Officers and 
Order of Business reported as follows : Presi­ 
dent, T. B. McFarland; Vice Presidents, A. 
C. Freeman, Obed Harvey and Christopher 
Green; Secretarys, John McFetrisb, I,. M. 
Potter, Thomis Allen and A. G. Hoagland; 
Sergeants-at-Arms, Frank Swift, R. B. Rob­ 
ertson and Samuel Harvey. Order of Busi­ 
ness : Nomination of two Senators (one from 
the city and one from the country), nomina­ 
tion of three Assemblymen (two from the 
city and one from the country), County 
Clerk, Sheriff, Assessor, District Attorney, 
Auditor and Rjcorder. Treasurer, Superin­ 
tendent of Schools, Pablic Administrator, 
Coroner, Surveyor. Next, twenty delegates 
to the State Convention, to consist of two 
from each Supervisor Distriot, and six at 
large to be selected by the Convention ; the 
delegates so selected to act as delegates to the 
Second Congressional District and to the 
Railroad Commissioner Conventions. 
The Committee on Platform reported the 
following: 
The Republicans of Sacramento count}-, in Con- 
vcntion assembled, aa expressive of their views 
upon the political iagues of the day, do hereby ro- 
selve— 
First—That we reaffi rra our adherence to the Repub 
iican national platform of 18ü0, and indorse the ad­ 
ministration of President Arthur a* eminently cal­ 
culated to advance the interests of the people and 
carry into active operation tne principles enunciated 
in that platform. 
Second—We mourn the death of our late leader, 
^ James A. Garfield, as an irreparable low to the 
the people, the nation and the world. We 
regird his career as emblematic of a true Rcpubli* 
can, and denouticj the causes that led to his awas- 
fJnaLl.ii in 
Third—We arraign the Democracy as a party des­ 
titute as well of principle as oí patriotism. It 
proved itself false to the nation in the hour of peri)¿ 
It proved itself false to the teachings of political 
economy aud progress since the rehabilitation of 
the Union ; and in its platform adopted by the lati 
StaU Convention, proved its falsity and insincerit y 
in its attempt to subvert the interests of the whiti 
laboring classes. We denounce its platform in thif 
State as destructive of good morals and the weifari 
of the people, as leading inevitably to the success of 
those communistic principles which have deluge* r 
the cities of Europe with blood and served only t<* 
Injure the pe pie they claim to benefit. The s accent 
of such a party, with such a platform and record," 
would retard the progress of the State. 
Fourth—Equality before the law is the fundad 
moiitil principle of the Republican party and of th 3 
nation, and we p.edffe the hcpubiican party to 
such a course of legislation as will extend to th j 
c jrporations of California the same pro Lection and 
the same laws accorded to individuals—no more and 
no tats ; requiring: corporations, as well as icdivid* 
uals, to periorm their just share of the labors and 
to pay their just share of the taxation necessary to 
carry on the Government, making the same rule»; 
apply to pers ms as to corporations. 
Fifth—The presence of the Chinese in our midsi 
is a coustaut uiunaco to all clashes of society, and 
we congratulate the country upon the fact that t 
Republican Congress pjtsei, and a Kepublican Presi­ 
dent approved, the bill prohibiting Chinese immigra-* 
ation. We pledge the Republican party to labor no?i 
and ever to carry into effect the provisions of tha* 
law and to s cure the passage of such further legist 
Ution as will remove from our presence the Chines* it 
now here. 
Sixth—We recogniz9ihe fact that milling for golc. 
was the original and predominating industry of that 
State, and claimed, and of right received, the es 
pecial care and encouragement of the Government 
While mining is still a great and important iudut 
try, giving employment and support to a large cía»; 
of citizens, agriculture, commerce and manufacture 
all of which iu the early aud best days of mining' 
were of comparative little importance, have beer 
gradually saining ground, and have surpassed rain 
uig in importaacc and vaiua, in that tb*y eiv* *•»•- 
pi yment and support to many more people, give 
profitable investment to much more capital and are 
empliaticalh the industries upon which must be 
built the enduring prosperity of the State. While 
we regret the circumstances that require that any 
branch of miuing shall not be prosecuted without 
restraint, a* heretofore, we cannot chose our 
eves to the damage hydraulic mining has 
already inflicted uu our agricultural inter­ 
ests, the injury our chief city and

has sustained 
at 
its hands, and the obstructions it has already 
placed in the way of commerce on the navigable 
waters of tho Sta e. 
Wo, therefore, one and 
all, heart! y sustain the appeal that has been made 
to the Courts in the premises, and having obtained 
a decisión, to the effect that hydraulic mining aa at 
"•resent, prosecuted is unlawful and must cease, we 
srsbv pledge ourselves and all the nominees of this 
Convention, whether in office or out of office, to 
stand by the prosecution of the contest against hy­ 
draulic mining till the fruits of the victory already 
won are fully secured, and tho agricultural, com­ 
mercial ar t manufacturing interests of the State 
ara beyond danger I rom hydraulic mining debris. 
While we lake this position against hydraulic rain­ 
ing. we wish to be distinctly understood, and here 
so declare, that we have no complaint against anv 
other class of mining, but wish to sec them continue 
and prosper. 
Seventh—That the attempt of the Democratic 
arty to abolish Sunday from our social, moral, po­ 
litical and industrial systems is violative of the lung 
cherished customs, traditions and bciiefs of out 
t«eoplc, and as Republicans we are in favor of the re­ 
tention of the present Sunday laws of this State, 
but with such amendment as will more fully equal­

Tenth— We invite the co-operation of ail good 
citizens of Sacramento countv iu the endeavor to 
carry into fall effect the principles herein enunci­ 
ated, and to that cud we pledge ourselves to labor 
far the success of the whole Republican ticket 
city, county and State. 
Th» reports of the several committees 
were adopted and the committees discharged 
Chri9tapher Green cffsred the following 
resolution which was unanimously adopted. 
Btsolrtd, That this Convention recognizes the 
necessity for the selection of uone but the best and 
aid al men in the Republican party of this State, 
for Congressmen at-Large at the crsuing election; 
and that the Republicans of Sacramento county, in

C. T. Jones seconded the nomination of 
Mr. Johnson, and asked the Convention to 
supnort him fur the nomination. 
Air. Johnson appeared on the stand and 
addressed the Convention briefly. He hearti­ 
ly indorsed the platform, and would support 
the ticket and endeavor to secure its election, 
whether he received^ a nomination at the 
hands of the Convection or not. He referred 
to his record in the Legislature of the State 
with pride, and promised if elected to labor 
earnestly and aealoualy for the boat interests 
of Sacramento city and c:unty. 
Mr. Yvung appeared before the Conven­ 
tion, spoke briefly touching tha different 
piaolu of the platform, and said he indorsed 
it alL He referred to his services in the Leg­ 
islature of this State while a member of the

KEARNEY'S SPEECH 


Dennis Ke&rney Epeaks for Stonem&n and 
Explains the Freight and Pare Qneetlon. 
Dennis Kearney addressed a mass meeting 
■A several hundred at the corner¡.f Third and 
K streets last evening. He spoke for nearly 
two hours, and held the vast audience during 
the entue address. He was frtqnently in­ 
terrupted by storms of applause. Mr. 
Kearney's speech,with the exception of a few 
imma< erial condensations, is presented just as 
he delivered it: 
Men women and friends: I need no intro­ 
duction to a Sacramento audience. Although 
not my home, it is the home of a great many of 
my best friends. I like to talk to the work­ 
ingmen of your city. Because wfcen the 
organization known as the Workingmen’s 
Party of California was struggling for an 
existence, you men came to the rescue. We 
elevated and dignified labor by taking a 
mechanic out of your shops and electing him 
Mayor of this city. We also, if I mistake 
not# went into a shop and took another 
mechanic and elected him City Attor­ 
ney. I never met either of those parties 
but once then it was in the night and on a 
public stand, Weie I to meet them now I 
wouhi not be able to recognize either. The 
Workingmen's Party was organized cn the 
"Chinese must go” issue. It wrung from the 
politicians a little hit of ten years legislation 
to the effect that 
THS CHINESE MCST NOT COME. 
We have now a law upon the statute books 
making^ it a crime to bring any Chinese 
mechanics or laborers, or Chinamen who work 
in mining, to this country. A ll of the ship 
owners, both Bail and steam, have notified 
their agents and captains not to bring any 
more Chinese except those who are entitled 
to come under the bill. For one quarter of 
a century the politicians end the office 
seekers used the Chinese question as an issne 
to get into cffice at every succeeding 
election. After the election waa over the 
politician! and their henchmen were as dumb 
as oysters until the next election came 
around. Why, it was only last week that a 
friend of mine told me that an old stump 
speaker of twenty years’ s!ending in this 
State told him that the only . hance he had 
of getting along with the people was to lie to 
them. Great God! W hat an exalted opin­ 
ion these stump tiffy smatterers have of the 
audiences they address. Their action on the 
Chinese question corroborates the statement 
of my friend. These politicians believed in 
hoodwinking the people. Had we not re­ 
belled against their lying flattery, and kicked 
over the party traces, we would have no Chi­ 
nese bilL In all the hietory of our country’s 
legislation it is the only measure upon its 
statute books iu favor of the working men 
and working women. The factory lords of 
New England, who favor a high protective 
tariff, favored an 
UNLIMITED COOLIE IMMIGRATION. 
The man-stcalera and tho protective-tardi 
lords opposed the bill with all their might. 
When fighting for a protective tariff, th-y are 
in the habit of sawing the air on the dignity 
of lalnr. They tell the workingmen that a 
law must be passed to protect the products of 
their labor as against the products of the 
pauper labor of Europe. Put who, let me 
ask you, has this protective tariff benefited? 
Only the lordly mUlionaire manufaciurers, as 
I wifi presently show. Large producers are 
also large consumers, and when the working­ 
men go into the market as purchasers 
for consumption, they have to buy in 
a protective market. Put when they go into 
the labor market to sell their labor, which is 
the only commodity they have for sale, they 
are forced into a competitive market, to com­ 
pete with the slave labor of Asia. And when­ 
ever a strike was threatened in any of the 
large manufacturing establishments, the 
lordly protective tariff millionaire directors, 
who opposed the adoption of the anti-Chineee 
bill, held these Asiatic slaves as a lash over 
their operat.*ves, by threatening to replace 
them with Chinese. 
It was through their 
efL rts that Arthur—whom Guiteau’s pistol 
made President—vetoed the twenty year bill. 
The workingmen of this country have a rod in 
pickle for their backs, which will be used to 
raise welts aud draw blood at the proper time. 
Because Oregon went Republican, Logan, 
one of the stalwart leaders of the Guite&u 
wing of the Republican party, introduced a 
bill to nullify the anti-Chinese bill tnat ia 
now the law of the land. Should California, 
by any manner of means, go Republican this 
fall, the anti-Chinese bill will be repealed. 
AS A RFLtKE 
To this clique at Washington, labeled Re­ 
publican, who gave us a stone when we asked 
for bread; we should, and I trust we will beat 
that faction. Now that the comiug of the 
Chinese is stopped through the cation's legis­ 
lation, thanks to the "sand-lot” agitation, 
the politicians and the twenty-year lying 
speakers are clamoring, and blowing, and 
screeching, and yelling, and tawing the air 
for a reduction in fares and freights. You 
ask any of them what they mean by a reduc­ 
tion in fares and freights. With a spread- 
eagle wave of the hand they will evade the 
question and wander off ou their old-time 
glittering generalities. Now, as a matter of 
tact, the politicians don’t want, nor do they 
care a straw whether freights are lowered or 
raised. All they want is an opportunity to 
cinch the corporation. These politicians are 
backed by sheets who live by blackmail. 
It is only when an election is to be held that 
the stink-pot batteries cf 
THESE BLACKMAILERS 
Are opened at the railroad company. Blath­ 
erskites and blackmailers are not competent 
to discuss intelligently the question of fares 
and freights. Stoceman, who has given the 
question some thought, admits that the only 
solution is governmental control. The Leg­ 
islature of our State grappled with fares and 
freights for years, and were never able to 
agree upon a schedule that would satisfy all 
parts of the State on account of the greed, 
selfishness and conflicting interests of the dif­ 
ferent localities. For example, your repre­ 
sentatives from this city would, to catch the 
profit monger’s vote, favor and work for a 
bill that would establish cheap rates from 
Sacramento away into the interior and high 
from San Francisco into the interior, so that 
the counl ry merchants would buy all their 
goads at Sacramento. Again, Stockton’s rep­ 
resentatives would like to have the rates 
cheaper from Stockton into the interior than 
Sacramento, so that them merchants could 
deal with the country merchants; and of 
course San Francisco’s representatives would 
like to have the rates cheaper from San Fran­ 
cisco than any other part of the State into 
the interior, so that the merchants of San Fran> 
cisco c:uld trade with the country merchants. 
Iu short, every man who wants regulation 
asks for regulation that would 
BE A DISCRIMINATION 
In favor of himself, or in favor of his locali­ 
ty. Nobody complains any of large freights, 
however high they may be, which operate to 
protect the trade of his town or of his own 
business. The man producing lumber in the 
mountains is perfectly willing that the 
freight on lumber from his sawmill to the 
towns and cities of the valley should be low, 
and he would be very gDd to pay the poli­ 
ticians for lobbying a bill throngh the Legis­ 
lature to that effect, and would pay if the 
rate on lumber from the seaboard to those 
same towns aud cities should be high, be­ 
cause this would give him an advantage in 
the market. He would get the benefit of the 
cheap rate from his sawmill to the market, 
while the high rate would keep the lumber 
produced on the seaboard out of that market, 
and thus give him a monopoly of it. Nearly 
all the trouble iu adjusting a freight rate in 
bills that have been before the Legislature of 
this State has grown out of the conflic's be­ 
tween the different localities in this regard. 
Each particular interest wanted the freight 
low on the kind of goods it had to ship, and 
put up high on other kinds of goode, so that 
the great burden of supporting a Bystem of 
transportation in the State wonld be borne 
by some article in which a particular individ­ 
ual did not deal, or which he did not sell. If 
every town in this State were left free to es­ 
tablish their rates to suit themselves, there 
would be high rates to every other town, and 
exceedingly low rates to and from the town 
that had the say in the matter. Again the 
representatives from 
THE AGRICULTURAL DISTRICTS 
Wanted a low rate ou the products of 
their neighbors, who, in turn, were antagon­ 
ized by the representatives from the mercan­ 
tile districts, who would not vote for a low 
rate on exports withcut the agricultural men 
would consent to vote for a low rate on im­ 
ports. And then, again, the men who operate 
the roads, such as conductors, engineerr, 
brakesmen, machinists, brass finishers, car­ 
penters, joiners, npbul -terers, freight-hand- 
lers, clerks, etc., had some friends in the 
Legislature, who kicked against any reduc­ 
tion until they were assured that th9 wages 
of the men who operate the road would not 
be lowered nor their hours cf labor length­ 
ened. And let me state before I should for­ 
get it, that the men who operate these roads 
should in justice to themselves 
ORGANIZE AND ASCERTAIN 
Whether the men that are runniog for Rail­ 
road Commissioners are going to consider 
their rights in the premises. They also should 
exact a pledge from the candidate* for Rail­ 
road Commissioners that if elected, and 
they agree to a reduction in fares and freights, 
such redaction would not either lower their 
pay or lengthen their houis of labor. I am 
in favor of a high rate on imports and a low 
rate cn exports. This is true protection, a* 
r. low export rate on the raw products of the 
country will give prosperity, because it will 
increase the profit of production. Bat who 
gets the advantage on a low rate on merchan­ 
dise to the interior? The man who deals 
largely in boots and shoes bring» them to his 
store by the ton. Now if he might get a low 
rate it wonld amount to probably thousands 
of dollars profit to him, but when he comes 
to sell one pair of shoes to a man, the differ­ 
ence being only a few cents on the rate 
chargeable to that pair of shots, woul i he 
GIVE THE POOR MAN THE ADYANTACE 
Of that low rate of freight? We will sup­ 
pose a case for example. We will suppose 
that the freight to a certain store is $10 a 
ton, and a merchant imports a ton of shoes. 
My shoes weigh a pound ; at that rate the 
freight on my shoes wonld be half a cent. 
Would I, who bay these shoes, get the ben 
efit of this? Ot course not. It wouldn’t 
make any difference ; but tbe man who im­ 
ports a ton wonld receive the benefit. How, 
then, wonld this operste against the men who 
run tbe road ? Wcu'.d it tend to leugthen 
their hours cf labor and decrease their pav? 
The profit of the transact i >u would go to the 
profit monger who is desling in shoes, and it 
would be taken out of the profit of the trans­ 
porter, and to the extent that yon take the 
profit out of the transporter you must neces­ 
sarily reduce the expenses of transportation. 


HIS IDEAS OÍ LABOR AND TRANSPORTATION. 
_ One of the leadicg expenses of transporta­ 
tion is labor, and if yon reduce the earnings 
of transportation you muet necessarily reduce 
the earnings of labor, and what yon are doing 
when yon reduce the freight rates ou mer­ 
chandise is to increase the profits of tbe profil- 
mongers and decrease the earnings of the la­ 
boring men who asai-t to operat) the fys'.eors 
cf Danspcrtation, an i I will not champion 
aDy movement cor favor any m»n that will 
tend to decrease the wages of labor or lengthen 
its hours. Bat to return to the raw products 
of the State. The price cf wheat at any sta­ 
tion in California is the price ¡«t Liverpool less 
the cost of getting the wheat to that port, and 
a low rate if freight makes a high rate of 
wheat in this country. A low rats on wool 
makes a higher price on wooL The freight 
charged against the wool for trancportation is 
the Íoís of the producer of the wooL It is 
therefore plain that a low rate of transporta­ 
tion on wheat and wool and cattle and live 
stock generally will enhance the profit of the 
producer of these article», and by enhancing 
the profits of Ps production, will enhance the 
value of the property. There are hundreds 
of email farmer» throughout this State who 
have mortgaged tbeir places, and who are 
struggling to pay for them, who will bo better 
enabled to do sc if low rates upon tbe raw 
products of the country can be obtained, and 
this is the effort that should be made, and it 
can be accomplished much sooner by bring­ 
ing about a perfectly good understanding be­ 
tween the transporter and the producer, and 
it never can be accomplished by keeping these 
two interests at war. I notice that the freight 
from here to Liverpool by water is about $20 
a tor. Now, there are a lot of men here who 
get up a corner on ships, and a 
corner on Crain, etc. 
If the railroad company cculd, when the 
Southern Pacific Railroad is completed to 
New Orleans, land wheat at Liverpool at $12 
per ton, or abont £3, it would be an immense 
advantage to the producer of this State, who 
would save by the reduced insurance, etc., 
and have quicker returns for his money, and 
it would do away, to a certain extent, 
wilh the middlemen. As it is now, the 
grain-bujers, and profit-mongers, and wheat- 
corcerers, and freight-enrnerers ascertain 
what the probable yield of the country is to 
be. They then engage the tonnage for this 
port. When tbe tonnage arrives they put 
up the freight rates to reduce the price of the 
wheat. They buy in wheat at the reduced 
price, and thus rnske a profit on the tonnage 
as well as upoa the advancing price of the 
wheat. 
A direct fine of transportation will enable 
the farmers to ship in small quantities. As 
it is now, unless a farmer has enough wheat 
to furnish a full cargo for a ship, it is im­ 
possible for him to engage that much ton­ 
nage. He must, therefore, depend upon the 
engagement of tonnage made by the specu­ 
lator. The speculator is going to engage 
tonnage of course against tbe interest of the 
producer aud iu favor of himself, and so the 
great staple production of wheat in the 
State of California has been managed so 
that tbe chief profit derived from that pro­ 
duction goes into the pocket of the specu­ 
lator in wheat, and Dct into the pocket of 
the honest farmer, who, by the toil of his 
hands, raised it 
HE CONTINUES I'OOK, 
While the speculator gets rich and builds 
lofty mansions, and surrounds himself with 
luxuries ar.d all the refinements that exalt 
and embellish his fife, while the wheat-raiser 
fives in social seclnsion, in very indifferent 
bouses, continually drudging for the benefit 
of thia profit-monger and money-grabber. 
The people, I claim, are always ready and 
willing to receive the truth, notwithstanding 
the IyiDg fi sttery of the twenty-year stump- 
epeaker. The transportation question woald 
not be so difficult of solution if the people 
had been told the truth from the Btart. We 
are located farthest from the markets for what 
we produce, and farther from the centers of 
production for what we consume than any 
other people in the world. The cost of trans­ 
portation on our products is charged against 
us in tbe price we get, and what we consume 
costs us more than it costs any other people, 
because of the distance it is transported. 
WE GET THE LEAST 
For what wo sell, and pay the most for what 
we buy. All this is due to our remote loca­ 
tion from markets for our products and places 
where what we buy is produced. Home man­ 
ufacture is what we want and what we mnst 
have if we are going to be a pr- sperous peo­ 
ple. As it is now, we ship wool and dirt to 
the East, and we pay the freight, by reason 
of the low prioea we get. Then we import 
woolen good», which, as a high-priced article, 
bears a high freight rate, and we pay that. 
Why, thousands of tons of St. Lonis and Mil­ 
waukee beer are imported into thia State at 
high rates. We raise the barley and hops 
and ship them East, and the fellowB in St. 
Louis and Milwaukee add water, and we pay 
transportation on that back again—at least 
the asses who drink the slap do. And yet we 
have water power running to waste. If we 
wove and spun our own wool, 
ALL THE NONSENSE 
About freight on that article would be jerked 
right out of it. If we haven’t got men in 
this Slate with sense enough to spin our own 
wool and make beer from our own hops and 
barley, let’s import them. Let St. lxiuia or 
Milwaukee send us a beer-making missionary 
to teach us the fine art of making that kind 
of rotgut, and we c-iuld quit whining over the 
freight rate on St. Louis water. This, my 
friends, is a question the discussion and solu­ 
tion of which must not be left to the selfish 
profit-raoDgers nor shyster lawyers. The pro­ 
ducers and transporters must solve this ques­ 
tion. Stanford & Co. are not runniog a rail­ 
road for the fun of the thing. On the con­ 
trary, they are running a railroad to make 
money. Their lot is no easy one. I would 
not change positions with Leland Stanford 
to-day. I c-xpect he is the hardest worked 
man in this State. The clothes that he wears 
are not much better than mine. He does not 
digest the food that he eats as good as yon 
and I digest what we eat. He will net live 
many years longer; in fact, none of these 
men will. 
Then all of their accnmu 
lations will be scattered to the four winds 
of heaven. These are truths that will not 
hurt anybody to tell them. The man who 
wants to get into a position so as to be able 
to sell his influence to Stanford & Co., will 
turn up his nose at this kind of talk. He sees 
nothiog in it fur him, aud he will say, “ D—n 
that fellow Kearney ; I wish he would give 
Stanford h—, and help to elect m e; then I 
could sell to Stanford,” as you know nearly 
all of them do. For the blackmailer I have 
nothing but contempt. I will not join in 
with the- pack end yelp at Stanford. If I 
were to tell you that the turning out of Com­ 
missioner Smith and the electing of Commis­ 
sioner Jones will settle the railroad question, 
I WOULD TILL TOU A LIE, 
And it would re-act on myself. Experience 
has convinced me that there is but one solu­ 
tion to the railroad question, and that is gov­ 
ernment control. I wouid not take the 
position of Railroad Commissioner for twenty 
thousand dollars per year, although if I were 
a Commissioner I wonld make the profit- 
monger sweat at the expense of the producer. 
It amuses me to see the various characters 
who pose as anti-monopolists. The speaker 
here related an anecdote where he alleged 
that one of the men refused to experience a 
sudden conversion under peculiar circum­ 
stances. He then resumed as follows: After 
the adoption of the new Constitution, I waB 
invited to join in 
A BLACKMAIL SCHEME, 
And because I refused, the stink pot batteriee 
of that vile pecurrilous publication, the 
Chronicle, was opened on me which resulted 
in tbe Honorable Bilk movement. The 
blackmailers were beaten at the poll». It did 
not however, prevent them from masquerad­ 
ing as reformer». You all remember how 
solicitiou» John H. Burke, the Secretary of 
the II. B.’s, felt about the pretended wrongs 
of the poor Con Virginia and California 
stockholders. He worried, too, over the un­ 
equal burdens of taxation. He lectured be­ 
fore th9 Grangers and with other subjects 
battled with the Courts. All of a sudden 
they disappeared from the public gaze, and 
left for parts unknown. 
Kearney here gave his reasons for his belief 
as to the motive that led to this silence, and 
they were “ hard hits.” He also called at­ 
tention to the sudden silence of A. A. Cohen, 
and gave what he believed to be the reasons 
therefor. But that which makes most people 
scream with laughter is 
THE LATE ACCESSION 
To the ranks of the anli-moncpolista in the 
persons of Tevis, Haggin and Hearet, and 
their mouth-piece, the Examiner. Tevis, we 
all know, ia tha President of Welle, Fargo & 
Co. ; we also know that be has a contract 
with Stacfoid, which gives him the exclusive 
right to carry express matter on Stanford’s 
cars ; beside», he has a monopoly of all the 
bay, river and ocean steamer». Tevis is 
about as big a monopolist as we have in this 
State. I suppose Tevis wants to bnlldcze 
Stanford k Co. into taking him in as a direc­ 
tor, or eomethiog cf that kind. Haggin 
wants special rates from Lis Kern county 
ranch to San Francisco, and Hearst wants 
them to take him up as tbeir candidate for 
United States Senator to succeed Farley. I 
can asmre you, my friends, that Stanford 
could, if he wanted to, change the tune of the 
Examiner in tec minutes. Haggin, Tevis 
and Hearst posing as the friends of the peo­ 
ple and the enemy of monopoly, is in the 
opinion of the majority of ths people of thia 
State 
A SCREAMING farce. 
Some people have cheek enough for anything. 
Irwin, the gag-law ex-Governor of this State, 
is, I am told, an anti-monopolist. In office 
he was a monopolist; out ot office, and want­ 
ing to get in, he is an anti-monopolist. He 
feels sore because the Ssn Joae Convention 
ignored him entirely, as they had a right to 
do, and, like all other soreheads, he gave vent 
to his soreness by an attack upon the rail­ 
road. 
THIS CRT OF STOP THIEF, 
When the yelper himself is the real culprit, 
is played out. The people are waking op. 
The vacation of the twenty-year IyiDg »tump- 
speaker will soon come to a close. If I were 
a candidate for office and in search of votes, 
I wouid not utter these p air, nuvarnished 
truths. On the contrary, I would smother 
you all over with taffy. I believe with the 
man who said: 
'• They are slaves who will not choose 
Hatred, ecjffiag and abuse 
Rather than in silence shrink 
From the truths they needs must think. 
They are slave» who dare not be 
In the right with two or three.’* 
Kearney here made an attack upon law­ 
yers in general, and, resuming said : To con­ 
clude, my friends, I ask you to vote for 
George Stoneman for Governor cf California, 
and Jndges Shupetein and Ross for the Su­ 
preme Bench, Tneee men I know to be 
bcneet j X trill vouefc (g[ them. The ottaere 


1 know mthing abont, and care lees. I also 
beg that you in future 
DO TOUR OWN THINKING, 
Bearing always in mind that the only soln- 
tion to tbe railroad question is governmental 
control. It is not right to attack Stanford k 
Co. while we are willing to uphold tbe evs- 
tem. Men will put the rotten strawberries 
in the bottom o! the basket, others will put 
sand in their wheat, others store» in their 
wool and dirt in their hay to make them 
weigh heavier. Last we.k I read in the 
Irith World of a Catholic priest and Land 
Leaguer threatening to evict his tenants. 
Listen while I give you the Irith World'» 
editorial on the subject: 
Last week we published the correspondence oí 
Thomas Gi lick and his sister who are threatened with 
eviction by an Irish-American priest. Many oí our 
readers, no doubt, were shocked to hear oí a priest 
engaged In this kind of busluess. But in becoming 
a landlord he became part and parcel of a system 
that always had and always will have a demoralizing 
effect on all who become connected with it. 
H Father Lynch drives men snd women from 
their homes because of their inability to pay him an 
unjust Ux on Uod's free gift to all ilia children, he 
but does what his position of landlord requires him 
to do. It is illogical to blame him for this whilst 
acknowledging his right of ownership to the land be 
claims to be hi». 
f Father Lynch really owns the 
land it is wrong to blame him for using it in a way 
that will bring him in the largest income. 
It may be diffi<-ult to reconcile the character of a 
priest with that of an evicting landlord, but the fact 
of Father Lynch being a priest does not deprive 
him of the privilege of exercising his rights aa a 
landlord. These rights are defined and limited by 
the right of ownership in tbe coil. If the land from 
which he is evicting the tenants belongs to Father 
Lynch, then he is justified iu carrying out these 
evictions. It is true that it is not an edifying spec­ 
tacle to sen a Catholic pnest acting the role of an 
exterminating landlord. But that has really noth­ 
ing to do with the question under discussion. 
Whether a landlord is a Catholic priest or a G.and 
Master of an Orange Lodge, bis moral right to evict 
is the same. 
That Father Lynch, a Catholic priest and Land 
Leaguer, believes that he possesses this right forci­ 
bly illustrates the bad effects of landlordism ou one 
whose profession as well as associations ought to 
have made him proof against them. It shows that 
no man, no matter who he is, can he sately trusted 
with the power that gives him control over land. 
That is the moral that is taught aud enforced by the 
course adopted by i athcr Lynch since he became a 
landlord. 
This hits the uail on the bead 
Stanford 
and his associates co-operated together, ol- 
tained certain franchises, built railroads, etc. 
As Directors of a corporation they claim the 
right to make all the money they can for 
their stockholders. Surely nobody will deny 
them that right. We cannot prevent the’r 
Uking_ advactsge of the principles of co­ 
operation. But we can appraise their prop­ 
erty, buy it, and run it in cur own interest.

He 
claims that bis sins and wrong-doinga have 
passed before him in panoramic order, and he 
believes that heavy judgments are now being 
meted out upon him and the world. That 
we are soon to enter the golden age, 
when we shall be liberated from the present 
unsatisfactory condition that now prevails 
throughout the world. He says that he is 
possessed of a good education and capable of 
writing fine newspaper articles ; that be is as 
fine a fiddler as can be found anywhere. Re­ 
porter—“ Well, what are you here for?” 
“ That’s just what I want to get at. Last 
evening, when passing tho corner of Seventh 
and K street», I was overcome by spirit influ­ 
ence and commanded to pray, and I got down 
on my knees on the stone steps in front of 
the church, and asked that the world might 
grow better and wiser, and that caucuses 
might be abolished, and that wisdom might 
govern tho action of the wire-pullers during 
the deliberations of the Convention tobecon- 
veced to-day; that just as I was beginning 
to supplicate in behalf of our local govern­ 
ment, and especially the police department, 
one of them laid hold on me, and here I am.” 
He said his name was Waterhouse. 
Y esterday's R unaw ays. — About 11:30 
yesterday morning Manuel Fratez left his 
team BtandiDg on Front street, lie tween L 
and M, to go into a saloon near by, and while 
gone the horses ran away, following Front 
toward R street.

Ths starting point waa near Front and K. 
They ran up K to Fourth, thence to I, I to 
SeveBtb, down Seventh to G, and up G to 
the race-track. No damage reported.

He also said he was imprisoned 
in the Clerkenwell Jail in London for live 
weeks after hi* arrest at Queenstown, and 
for several days was coctlued in the New 
York jail for safe keeping, en route for this 
city. 
No licenses for 
maintaining Chinese 
laundries were issued Tuesday by License 
Collector McNeill, aud it is reported there 
will be an application for a rehearing iu the 
case recently decided in favor of the Chi­ 
nese by Judges Field aud Sawyer, it being 
considered th at there is sufficient evidence 
now in the hands of the Supervisors, in 
the form of protests from property’-owners 
against the maintenance of the wash-house 
nuisances, to cause a different termination 
of the case, by proving the opposite of 
the opinion of the Court, th at “ the bus- 
¡ness of a laundry is not against good 
morals ; it is not offensive to the senses ; 
it disturbs not the neighborhood where 
conducted, nor is it daDgerous to the pub­ 
lic safety or health.” 
The numerous pro­ 
tests set forth that opium is smoked in the 
Chinese wash-houses, that their proximity 
increases the rates of insurance, and that 
in many caaes insurance is refused by rea­ 
son of their presence, and that they are 
further a nuisance by reason of the noise of 
pounding clothes and the noxions smells 
issuing from them. 
Tueaday evening at 8:30 o’clock John 
McAdoo, of 2"IS Mission street, and em­ 
ployed as a machinist by the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, went to the house of 
James Hamilton, 25 Twenty-third street, 
near Hampshire, who is one of the firm of 
McAffee & Co. 
Mrs. Hamilton says that 
she answered McAdoo’» summons at the 
door, and that ho asked to see Hamilton. 
Accordingly she called her husband, and as 
he neared the front door McAdoo drew a 
pistol and fired. The ball entered the groin, 
first striking a knife and half-dollar piece 
which Hamilton had in his pocket. 
Me- 
Adoo then tied, leaving his victim writhing 
cn the floor, aud none near him save his 
distracted wife. 
Medical aid was sum­ 
moned as soon as possible, and the bullet, 
a large one, was extracted. 
The wound 
was pronounced serious, though not neces­ 
sarily fatal. 
The chances are that had it 
not met with the obstructions in Hamil­ 
ton’s pocket it would have ended his 
lite. 
A t the time of the shooting Mc­ 
Adoo was in his shirt sleeves. 
A t 10:30 
he was arrested by Officers 1’. O'Connor 
aud Shellor on Mission street, near his own 
house, but he refused to say anything about 
the matter, nor did he give up the pistol or 
profess any knowledge of its whereabouts. 
At 1:30 o’clock Wednesday morning a re­ 
porter eaw the prisoner at the Seventeenth- 
street station, and to him McAdoo made a 
, statement to the effect that about four 
years ago his second wife gave Hamilton 
§25 with which to purchase .a burial lot in 
the Masonic Cemetery. 
The wife died 
about four weeks ago, and on the morning 
of her death McAdoo went to the cemetery 
to make arrangements for her burial, but 
to his astouisbment he found out that 
Hamilton had never purchased any lot. 
This circumstance compelled McAdoo to 
bury his recently deceased wife by the side 
of his first wife, who died about twelve 
years ago. 
In her will she left Hamilton 
<500, which McAdoo willingly paid over to 
him. 
So friendly were the two, and so 
forgiving was McAdoo, when asked if he 
ever had any trouble before last night with 
Hamilton, he replied that both were always 
on the bsst of terms.
